againft him who remarks his conduét, (whom he ought to 
revere, as the protector of female honour, and the check of 
his infamy) he deferves the name of an aflaffin. 

When ladies of virtue condefcend to treat "men of the 
above defcription with attention or refpeét, they give an af« 
furance of their approbation, and a tacit acknowledgement 
of their readinefs to forgive a fimilar offence, if offered to 
themfelves, 

When mothers countenance fuch characters, (after knowing 
them) by permitting their vifits, or even attention, how can 
they blame the feducer for any attack in their own families ?

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and how can they condemn levity or irregularity in their 
daughters, if they introduce to their notice or acquaintance 
thofe who are vicious and unprincipled ? 

Confider then, ye women of virtue, how acceflary ye are 
to the ruin of female honour. You are, indeed, by counte- 
nancing the feducer, an abfolute accomplice in every fubfe- 
quent fedution. 

When chief magiftrates or others, in elevated fituations, 
invite to their public tables men notorious for intrigue, intem- 
perance, and of known want of principle, to affociate with 
the reipeftable and virtuous, it isa public infult to virtue; 
and in a magiftrate, a public countenance of the criminal, 
whom he, as the difpenfer of juftice, fhould exert himfelf to 
punifh, or, at leaft, fhould fpurn from him with contempt. 

Were the man who accomplifhed or even intended the fe« 
duGion of innocence, or attempted to * bgckon early virtue 


from its centre ;” who infinuated himfelf into a family, to° 


involve it in difgrace and mifery, and, when detected, dared 
add to the crime an attempt at murder, by an infamous, though 
fathionable juftification of the act, he ought to fhudder at the 
commiflion of; who under the influence of intoxication, or 
in the fober moments of recollection, rioted in difgraceful ire 
regularities, or wantonly offended the eye or ear of chattity 5 
who attended public placcs of amufement to interrupt the 
harmony of the companys or entered into quarrels it was his 
duty to prevent ;—-were {uch a man to be fhunned by all men 
of fenfe and principle, and expelled, abfolutely, all fociety with 
women of virtue and refpectability, it would tend more to 
prevent the ruin of female honour, and the peace of families, 
than the largeft damages given in the moft infamous cafe, by 
the moftconfiderate and virtuous Britifh jury that ever exifted, 

My fair virtuoys countrywomen, take, 1 befeech you, thefe 
obferyations into your molt ferious confideration. They are of 
great importance: Ponder them well, and if you are con- 
cerned, refulutely put them in practice. Let man fee youre- 
fpe&t him only as he is virtuous, and he’ll ftrive to be fo ; for 
he. is anxicus to be efteemed by women of fenfe and virtue, 
and without their focicty he muft be wretched. - Refpedt, 
then, yourfelves, and man mult refpe& you. 

Qn.all occafions, pointedly fhow your abhorrence of vice, 
by leaving the room whenever a notorious feducer or libertine 
enters it; and, in all public places eipecially, refufe any inter- 
courle, atten{ion, or even a return of civiity: But, on the 
contrary, if you countenance debauchery and feduction, by 
aflociating 
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aflociating with the feducer, pray remember, you leffen the 
dignity of your own characters, and tempt him to think he 
fhall find you if he offends but frail forgiving women. 

And would refpeftable men make proper diftinétions, and 
never permit at their public or private tables the known vota- 
ries of fedu@tion and debauchery, vice would fkulk away 
abafhed, and fhrink from the eye of obfervation, inftead of 
walking, infultingly, at noon day, bullying virtue, and, un+ 
blufhingly, glorying in its infamy.

Charaéter of the late Catherine II. Emprefs of Ruffia. 


[Tranflated from the French of ** Anecdotes refpecting the Re- 
volation in Ruffia in 1762, by M. de Rulhiere.”’] 


HE Princefs Catherine, of Anhalt-Zerbft, had paffled 
the firft years of her life, bounded by the limits of a 
moderate fortune: Her father, fovereign of a petty ftate, 
and a general in the fervice of the King of Pruflia, lived in 
a fortified town, where fhe was brought up, amid the flattering 
homages of a garrifon; andif fometimes, after the had ceafed 
to be a child, her mother took her to Court, hoping that fhe 
might attract fome notice from the Royal Family, the was 
{carcely diftinguithed from the crowd of courtiers. 

A prince, however, to whom fhe was nearly related, having, 
by a feries of revolutions, been called to Ruffiain order to 
fueceed to the empire, and the great princefics of Eyrope 
having refufed to unite their lot tothat of the heir of a throne 
which was fo violently agitated, fhe was feleCted for his bride, 
Her parents made her quit the religion in which they had edus 
cated her, in order to her embracing the Ruffian faith 5 and it 
was exprefsly ftipulated in the contract, that, if the prince 
fhould die without leaving children of this marriage, his con- 
fort fhould inherit the empire. 

Nature feemed to have formed Catherine for fupreme com 
mand. Her looks immediately announced what was to be 
expected from her; and, perhaps, before we proceed further, 
my readers will be pleafed to contemplate the portrait of this 
famous woman. 

Her figure is agreeable and noble; her gait is majeftics 
her perfon and deportment are replete with graces. Her air 
402 is 
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is that of a fovereign. All her features are declarative ‘of a 
great character. Her neck is raifed, and her head diftin® and 
free; the union of thele two parts, efpecially im the profile, is 
remarkably beautiful; and, in the movements of her head, 
the takes fome pains to difclofe that beauty. She hasa large 
and open forehead, the nofe almoft aquiline, with a pleafing 
mouth and good teeth; her chin is rather large, and doubled 
a little, without being fat. Her hairis of a chefout colour, 
and extremely fine: Her eye-brows are brown; fhe has ani- 
mated hazle eyes, which, from the reflections of light, difcover 
fhades of blue; and her complexion is particularly fine— 
Haughtinefs is the true character of her phyfiognomy. The 
grace and kindnefs which are likewife vifible in it, feem, to 
the penetrating obferver, only the effect of an extreme defire 
of pleafing ; and thefe feducing expreffions leave but too pers 
ceptible even the defign of feducing. 

A painter, defirous of expreffing this chara@ter by an al- 
legory, propofed to reprefent her under the figure of a charm 
ing nymph, who, with one hand extended, prefents wreaths of 
flowers, and in the other, which fhe holds behind her, conceals 
a lighted torch. 


Authentic Narrative of the Affaffination of the late King 
of Sweden, Guftavus III, 


{From a Narrative of the Affaffination of his late Swedifh Ma- 
jefty, Goftavus III. lately publifhed on the Continent, by a 
Polifh Officer, who was an eye-witnefs of the whole tranf- 
adtion. } 





O* the King’s return from the Diet at Gefle, when his 
Majefty had every reafon to be fatisfied with the proceeds 
ings of the affembly, a grand ball was given at the Opera 
Houfe. This was fucceeded by feveral fimilar entertainments, 
the laft of which was fixed for the 15th of March, 1792. 
The King, according to cuftom, dined at one of his feats, 
called Haga, about a league diftance from Stockholm, on the 
road to Upfal. At four in the afternoon he returned to the 
capital, and alighted at the apartments which he had caufed to 
be fitted up for his reception contiguous to the Opera-Houle, 
The Royal Palace had been long deferted by the Swedith 
Monarch, his-place of aStyal refideace being at Haga. 
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Precifely at two o’clock, a note had been delivered to one 
of the pages, fealed with a wafer, and bearing the imprefficn of 
acoat of arms, which were afterwards recognized for the arms 
of M. de Lilienhorn, an officer in the guards. It was directed 
st To the King.” Scarcely a day pafled, but fome myfterious 
note or other was addrefled to his Majetty. The page through 
forgetfulnels, kept this letter in his pocket, till fix in the even 
ing, when he delivered it into the hand of the Monarch, 

From the hour of four to fix his Majefty was engaged in 
familiar converfation with many gentlemen of rank, who were 
prefent atthe delivery of this note.: It was written with 
crayon, and ran as follows: “ I am itill among the number 
of your friends, though I have reafons to be fuch no longer, 
Do not go to the ball this evening. Your life wiil be at- 
tempted.” 

After reading this laconic epiftle, the King returned it with 
a fmile into his pocket. He then adjourned to the Operay 
where he ftaid the whole time in his box. The performance 
being finifhed, the King fhowed the note he had jutt received 
to Baron Von Effen, bis equerry, regarding it in the light of a 
malicious forgery, The Saron, however, was of a very 
different opinion, andinitead of partaking the fecurity of his 
Royal Matter, employed his utmoft rhetoric to perfuade him 
to fift this affair to the bottom, and to avoid the threatened 
danger, by returning immediately to Hagae The King, howe 
ever, continued firm in his determination to be prefent at the 
ball: “* At leaft, let me beg of your Majefty (replied the 
Baron) not to come without a cuirals.” Untortunately the 
King was deaf to all prudent remonftrances. He regarded 
fuch meafures of precaution, as an act of pufillanimity. 
Warnings of a fimilar nature, had of late been frequently fent 
him, but he imagined, that the malcontents only aimed at keep 
ing him in continual alarm, and would never have the temerity 
to carry their threats into execution, 

After fupper, the King defcended into the lobby belonging to 
the firft range of boxes. An eld French foldicr, named 
Delan, formerly a corporal in the’ regiment of Royal Swedes, 
in the pay of France, having retired to Stockholm, had cbe 
tained permiffion to vend {weetmeats and refrelhments in this 
lobby. This veteran had conciliated the good graces of the 


© g¢Monaych, and indeed of the whole Court, by his good humour 


and military frarknefs, It was a common thing with the 
frequenters of the Opera, to divert themfelves with making 
him talk Swedifh, of which he had a very imperfect know- 
ledges 
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ledge ; his anfwers, of courfe, never failed to excite laughter, 
The King amufed himfelf, a few minutes, with this facetious 
corporal, and feemed high!y entertained with his replies ; then 
taking the arm of Baron Von Effen, who had kept clofe to 
him the whole evening, he jocofely faid, ** Let us fee, whether 
they will dare to aflaffinate me.” 

The Court happened to be in mourning. The King, ac- 
cording to the cuftom of the country, was dreffed in a thort 
black veft, with a robe of thefamecolour, This robe exadlly 
refembled that worn by the Abbes in Francee A long {carf 
of black taffety was folded feveral times round his body, 

The ball had already commenced. His mafk could not pre« 
vent him from being known by the infignia which he wore, as 
well as by the hurried and quick ftep charaGteriftic of his late 
Swedith Majefty. 

The King no fooner made his appearance, than the cry, 
* The King! the King !” was repeated ina kind of whifper 
from every part of the Affembly. A crowd immediately 
precipitated itfelf towards him from the bottom of the hall; 
another group, advancing from the oppofite quarter, endea- 
voured to force its way through, Thefe two parties mecting, 
probably by preconcerted defign, caufed a temporary and 
inftantaneous ftoppage. The King found himfelf completely 
furrounded, In this critical moment the report of a piftol was 
heard, the explofion of which feemed to be imothered. The 
Monarch inftantly fell, and was caught in the arms of Baron 
Von Effen, who had never quitted his mafter’s fide. “ I am 
wounded (faid the King) by a tall* mafk in black.” 

The King was conveyed, with all poffible expedition, to his 
apartment. On the firft examination it appeared, that he had 
received a very deep wound in the fide. He had perceived 
the piftol levelled at his breaft, and by a rapid motion of his 
hand had warded off the blow from that mortal part to his fide. 
The numerous folds of his fcarf had deadened the force of 
the bali, otherwife he muft have been killed upon the fpot. 

he {carf itfelf had caught fire from the explofion, the flames 
communicated to .his robe, but were extinguifhed in the ball 
room. 

In the fcene of confufion which immediately took place, 
the young Baron de Pollet, fon to the Governor of Stralfund, 
had the prefence of mind to fetch the troops in garrifon at 

Stockholm, 


* The affaflin was not tall of ftature, but probably appeared fq 
at this moment to the King. 9 
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Stockholm, on whofe fidelity the friends of the King could 
fully rely. Every avenue of the houfe was immediately befet, 
and not a fingle perfon fuffered to leave the place, frefh 
numbers of the military arriving every moment. 

In the midft of this tumult, fome perfons, moft undoubtedly 
in the intereft of the malcontents, endeavoured to increafe the 
diforder, by giving the alarm of fire. The ftair-cafes through= 
out the whole building were unprovided with bannifters, 
having only a kind of pedeftal at ftated diftances, Thefe 
pedeftals were taken pofleffion of by fome of the malcontents, 
who kept their pofts with furprifing pertinacity ; and fuch was 
the general eagernefs to efcape the threatened ravages of the 
flames, that many of them were the victims of their own con- 
trivance, being thrown headlong to the bottom of the ftair- 
Cale. 

In a little time M. de Lilienfpeare, Lieutenant of the 
Police, entered the hall with a numerous efcort. The.buildio 
was completely invefted with troops, who debarred all perfons 
whatever from either entering in or leaving the place. The 
number of perfons aflembled was between feven and eight 
hundred. The Lieutenant pofted himfelf ata table in the hall, 
with his fecretary by his fide. Every perion was individually 
fummoned to give an account of his name, age, profeflion, and 
refidence. 

After feveral had, in this manner, pafled mufter, the turn 
came to Anckar(troem, an cnfign in the regiment of Biue 
Guards. He affeéted an air. of affurance, but fufpicion wag 
already directed againft him. One of the muficians belonging 
to the orcheftra had remarked that he had forced himfelf very 
clofe to the perfon of the King, at the time of his being fur~ 
rounded, The mufician having openly made this remark be 
fore the whole company, it eafily reached the ears of Anckar- 
firoem. In the interval, between conveying the King to his 
apartments and the arrival of the troops, he had thrown hig. 
felf in the way of this mufician, whom he invited to partake oF 
fome refrefhment with him, drank to his good health, and very 
cordialiy fhook hands with him at parting. Thefe falfe 
carefles produced an effect diametrically contrary to what 
Anckarftroem intended. The aufician not only continued to 
promulgate his fufpicions, but related the additional circume 
ftanccs of Anckarftroem’s fuddea generofity. Thefe pare 
ticulars were quickly reported to the Lieutenant of Police. 

Anckarftroem was actually habited in a black domino. 
After he had anfwered fome introdu@ory queftions, the magifs 
trate 
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trate faid tohim, with a ftern voice, “ You are the rebel who 
already have attemptec to incite the peafants of Upland to 
revolt againft his Majefty. Your being prefent on this oc« 
cafion appears to me very fufpicious; what were your motives 
for coming to the ball ?”” To this interrogatory, Anckarftroem 
replied with great boldnefs: “ I am under no obligation to 
render an account of my pleafures; and it does not become 
you to fufpe& pubticly of fo bafe a crime a man againft whom 
you have no proot.”—Having made the anfwer, he walked 
off from the tribunal and loft himfelf among the crowd, 

The hall ftill continued furrounded with troops, and intel« 
ligence was conveyed every minute of the ftate of the wounded 
Monarch, Oncoming to himfelf his firft care was to fend for 
all the Foreign Minitters, He was inftantly attended by 
four, the Spanifh, Imperial, Ruffian and Polifh Ambafladors, 
Among other difeourfe, the King let fall this remarkable ex- 
prefiion : ** | fhould like to know what Briffot will fay of my 
death in the National Affembly.” This fpeech being im- 
mediately circulated, both within the doors of the Opera Houfe, 
and through the town, expofed all the French to great infulr, 
and for fome days rendered it unfafe for them toappear in the 
ftreets, 

In proportion as the Lieutenant of Police proceeded in his 
examination, thofe who had pafled mufter were conducted into 
the lobbies, till, at length, the hall was entirely cleared. A 
brace of piftols, with a dagger, were now difcovered on the 
floor, The dagger was of a very fingular form, and con- 
ftruéted on fuch principles that the flighteft wound inflicted 
with it could not fail of proving mortal The piftols were of 
Englith manufaéture, the barrels about five inches in length. 
One appeared to have been newly fired off. On unloading the 
other, it was found to contain two {mall round balls, not equal 
to the calibre of the piece ; one fmall ball, which feemed to 
been cut, another fewed up in leather, cight fmall nails, 
Mien: bits of lead; in all twenty-eight pieces. This dif- 

ery gave reafon to apprehend that the piftol with which the 
King had been wounded, might have been loaded in the fame 
manner, and, confequently that his Majefty had received an 
equal number of {hots in his fide, 

At four o’clock in the morning, the examination clofed in 
the hall, without any information being obtained which might 
lead to a difcovery of the affaffin. Every perfon was now 
fuffered to depart, The fame morning the Lieutenant of 
Police caufed a proclamation to be iflued, promifing a 
reward 
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reward of 10,000 dollars to whofoever fhould difcover the 
actual murderer of the King. In the next place, he recom- 
men‘ed all the gun-fmiths and fword-cutlers to appear at the 
Hitel de Police, there to undergo an examination, touching the 
dagger and the piftols, b 

This prudent meafure led to a difcovery. The company of 
armourers having aflembled at the Aétel de Police about nine in 
the morning, the weapons were produced. The piftols were 
immediately recognized by one of the company, who depofed, 
that he had imported them from England, and fold them to 
M. Anckarftroem, enfign in the regiment of Blue Guards. 
A party of foldiers were immediately difpatched to his lodg- 
ings, where they found him quietly in bed with his wife, who 
appeared to be ignorant of the fhare which her hufband had in 
the regicide. Anckarftroem was direly taken into cultody, 
and underwent feveral examinations, which led to a complete 
proof of the charge againft him. 





On the fatal Effeéts of the intemperate Ufe of Spirituous 
Liquors.

MONG the lifts of chronic difeafes, a never-failing 
feries of complaints, moftly produced by the intemperate 
ufe of {pirituous liquors, has been comprifed under the titles of 
Dyfpepfia, Gaftrodynia, Enterodynia, and Inteftinal Hamor- 
rhagy ; to which may be added feveral cafes of the afthenia, 
paralyfis, apoplexy, gravel, or dyfury, {chirrous liver, jaundice, 
and dropfy. Fevers, internal inflammations, and many pul 
monic difeafes are rendered inveterated or even fatal, by the 
fame kind of intemperance. On comparing my own obferva- 
tions with the bills of mortality, 1 am convinced that confi- 
derably more than one-eighth of all the deaths which take 
place in perfons above twenty years old, happen prematurely 
through excefs in drinking f{pirits. ‘Thefe pernicious liquors 
are generally fappofed to have an immediate and {pecific effect 
on theliver, which vifcus has been found after death in drinkers 
of fpirits, hardened or altered as to its texture, difcoloured and 
diminithed. It appears, however, that the ftomach and bowels 
fuffer firft from the ufe of fpirits; and that their baneful 
influence is afterwards extended gradually to every part of the 
body, producing a variety of morbid phenomena.

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1. The ufual fymptoms of indigeftion, attended with a dif- 
relifh of plain food; with frequent naufea, and oppreflive 
pains at the flomach ; with an inexpreflible fenfation of fink- 
ing, faintnefs, and horror ; and with fudden, convulfive dif- 
charges from the ftomach into the mouth, of a clear, acid or 
iweetith fluid. 

This {ymptom is termed in Scotland, the water-brafp, and is 
an ufual effect of the deleterious fpirit, whifkey, manufactured 
in that country, and diffufed with a lavifh hand to perfons of 
both fexes, at every period of life, as well among the middling 
clafles, as among the lower orders of the people. 

2. Racking pains, and violent contractions of the bowels, 
and of the abdominal mufcles.. Thete fymptoms often return, 
periodically, about four o’clock in the morning, being attended 
with extreme depreflion, or languor, a fhortnels of breath, and 
the moft dreadful apprehenfions, 

3. In perfons of the fanguine temperament; inflammations 
of the peritoneal membrane, long-continued, and producing 
intenfe. pain, fo that the flightcft preflure on the abdomen 
cannot be endured. 

4+ Swelling of the abdomen; emaciation of the limbs, 
with frequent cramps, and pains of the joints, finally fettling 
in the foles of the feet. ‘Thefe fymptoms are fucceedcd by a 
degree of paralyfis, or,at leaft, an incapacity of moving the 
limbs with any confiderable effect. 

5. Sallownels of the complexion, with drynefs and fcalinefs 
of the fkin. As the powers of circulation are more and more 
impaired, the red veflels difappear from the white of .the eye, 
the fecretion of bile is imperfe@ly performed, and. the {mall 
hairs of the {kin fall off, leaving the furface, efpecially of the 
lower extremities, very {mooth and fhining. 

6. Jaundice; afcites ; dropfical fwellings of the legs, with 
general rednefs or inflammation of the fkin, terminating in 
black {pots, and gangrenous ulcers. 

7+ A frequent recurrence of aphthous ulcerations in the 


‘Miouth, throat, &c. and an offenfive fmell of the breath, fimilar 


fo that of rotten apples. 

8. Hemorrhagy; the intemperate ufe of fpirits often oc- 
cafions profufe diicharges of blood from the noftrils, ftomach, 
bowels; kidneys, or bladder ; and from the lungs, in perfons of 
a confumptive habit. Womenof the fanguine temperament, 
who indulge to excefs, often have the catamenia very pro- 
fufely, long after the ufual period: In fome {pirit-drinkers, 
I have known them continue beyond the 60th year of age. 
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g. Anentire change in the ftate of mind. At firft, low 
fpirits, ftrange fenfations, and groundlefs fears, alternate with 
unfeafonable, and often boiiterous mirth, A degree of 
ftupidity, and confufion of ideas fucceeds. The memory and 
the faculties depending on it, being impaired, there takes place 
an indifference towards ufual occupations, and accuftomed 
fociety or amufements. No intereft is taken in the concerns 
of others: No love, no fympathy remains. Even natural 
affection to neareft relatives is gradually extinguifhed: And 
the moral fenfe obliterated. The wretched victims of a fatal 
poifon, fall, at length, into a {tate of fatuity, and die with the 
powers both of body and mind wholly exhaufted. Some, 
after repeated fits of derangement, expire in a fudden and 
viclent phrenzy. Some are hurried out of the world by apo 
plexies; others by the flower procefs of jaundice, dropfy, 
aphthous ulcerations of the alimentasy canal, and gangrenous 
ulcers of the extremities.

HE diftri@s round Batavia, fubje& to the Dutch, are 

fuppofed to comprite fifty thoufand families, enumes= 
rating in all three hundred thoufand perfons, The city of 
Batavia and fuburbs contain eight thoufand houfes. Thofe 
belonging to the Dutch are’clean and fpacious, and built fui- 
tably tothe climate. Both windows and doors are wide and 
lofty, and the ground floors are laid with marble. Many of 
the houfes were uninhabited, which with other circumftances 
indicated a declenfion of their commerce. The Company’s 
veflels were lying in the road without men to navigate, or 
cargoes to fill them. They had no thips of war to protec 
their commerce; and even pirates came to the harbour’s 
mouth, and attaked and carried off their veflels. They were, 
befides, threatened with an invafion from the Ifle of France, 
ata time when they knew the place was not in a proper cone 
dition for defence, half the troops deflined for this purpofe 
being ill in the hofpitals; and, lattly, Commiffioncrs were exe 
pected frout Holland for the reform of abules, whole prefence 
was as much deprecated as that of an enemy. 


4E2 Notwithfanding 
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Notwithftanding thefe gloomy prcfpedts, the Embaffador 
and his fuite were treated with every mark of attention and 
refpect. His Excellency being indifpofed, was prefled to ree 
move from town to a healthy {pot amid{t the mountains ; but 
he waved the invitation, and left Batavia on the 17th of 
March, in order to proceed to the Straits of Banca. 

In the paflage from Batavia, the Lion touched upon a {mall, 
unnoticed, funken rock, whole apex was three fathoms under 
water, but around its bafe were fix or feven. This circume 
ftance pointed out the neceffity of {uch a tender as the Jackall ; 
and as, by the difpatches which the Embaflador received at 
Batavia, the Company’s Commiffioners at Canton had been 
difappointed in their intentions of fending two {mall veflels to 
precede the Lion and Hindottan, in order to found the depth 
of water in unknown or {ufpected places, his Excellency fent 
back to Batavia, and purchafed one which the fervice required, 
and called her, out of refpceét to his Royal Highnefs, “ The 
Duke of Clarence.” 

After this they fteered towards the opening which leads to 
the Straits of Banca. The weftern fide of thefe Straits is 
formed by the eaftern fide of the ifland of Sumatra, whofe 
fouthern extremity forms the northern fide of the Straits of 
Sunda, North Ifland, the rendezvous fixed, in cafe of fepa- 
ration, is fituated nearly in the angle made by thofe Straits 
abovementioned, having at the fame time a view of the Straits 
of Banca; andthe Lion had not long returned to this fpot, 
ere the Jackal] came in fight. She had unfortunately arrived, 
both at Madeira and St. Jago, a few days at each place after 
the Lion had quitted them. She had experienced many harde 
fhips in the paflage ; but was foon ready to proceed to fea. 

The monfoon being adverfe, and many of the feamen 
fickly, the thips kept moving about the coafts of Java and Su- 
matra, to difcover the cooleft and healthieft {pots. : 

There were twocaverns difcovered in Cap Ifland, which ran 
Horizontally in the fide of a rock. In thefe were many of 
thofe birds’ nefts fo much valued and fought after by Chinele 
epicures. ‘They are built by the {mall grey fwallow, of which 
great numbers were feen flying about. Thefe nefts not only 
athere to each other, but likewife to the fides of the cavern, 
in almoft uninterrupted rows. They are compofed of fine 
filaments, united by a tenacious matter, and are not unlike 
thofe gelatinous animal fubftances feen floating upon every 
coaft. The fwallows feed on infe&s, and their nefts, which 
occupy them two months to build, are prepared frém the 
choicelt 
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choiceft remnants of their food.—They Jay ony a couple of 
eggs, which are hatched in about fifteen days; and the proper 
time for taking the nefts is when the young ones are fledged. 

Tahefe nefts, not known at the fouthern extremity of Sue 
matra, form an objeé of trade with the Javan-f-, who go re- 
gularly three ties a year to take them; but it is a very perie 
lous enterprize.—T he natives of this part, as well as at moft 
of the iflands in the Chinefe feas, are diftinguifhed by the 
name of Malays; remarkable for vinditivenels, indolence, 
and indocility. They are low in ffature; tiave broad faces, 
wide mouths, brown complexion, and long black hair.— 
Though half naked, for their drefs extends no lower than their 
waift, they never go abroad without being armed with a crifg 
or dagger, with its point imbued in a poifonous juice, 

. An artificer belonging to the embafly, who went on fhors 
here with a fmall bundle of linen to wath, was murdered | by 
fome of the Malays.—Many of the foutbern parts of Suma- 
tra are fubject to the King of Bantam, to whom it was deter~ 
mined the murder fhould be made known, This was done 
through the Dutch Chief, and fome time after intelligence 
was received, that his Bantamefe Majefty had ditcovered one 
of the men, and had caufed him to be executed. 

The {quadron weighed from North Ifland, and proceeded 
to Nicholas Bay ; an eafterly courfe from which leads to Ban- 
tam, formerly a place of great trade, and the principal eaftern 
rendezvous of fhipping from Europe. But after the Dutch 
had conquered the neighbouring province of Jacatra, and built 
Batavia, and that the Englifh removed to Hindoftan and 
China, commerce took a new courfe, and Bantam foon-funk 
into infignificance. The power of its Sovereign declined 
with the lofs of its trade. When at war with other Princes 
of Java, he folicited the affiftance of the Dutch, fince which 
period he became, as it were, their captive. The palace he 
refides in is within a fort garrifoned by Batavian troops. The 
Commander does not receive his orders from the King of 
Bantam, but from a Dutch Chicf or Governor, who refides 
in another fort adjoining the town, nearer the {ea-fide. 

Contiguous to Nicholas Bay was a convenient rivulet for 
watering ; and at a fhort diftance from the fhore a village, 
where buffaloes, poultry, fruit, and various efculent vegetables 
were cheap andabundant. Frefh provifions were ferved daily 
to the Lion’s crew.—Here,.as well as at Angerce Point, many 
of the conyaleicents were fent on thore for air and exercife.—~ 
ladigo 
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Indigo was manufactured at this place from a leaf which 
grows in the neighbourhood, 

Two fhips, which arrived from China, brought a confir- 
mation of the former favourable accounts. Soon after, the 
wind began to fhift, and the Lion got under way ; but from 
very light breezes little advance was made, and the anchors 
were often let goto prevent the fhips from being driven back. 
On the 26th of April the current changed its direction to the 
eaft-fouth-eaft, and the next day north-eaft, half a mile— 
While the fquadron was at anchor within three miles of two 
iflands, called the Brothers, their latitude, by obfervation, was 
found to be five degrees eight minutes fouth, and longitude 
one hundred and fix degrees four minutes ealt.— Whales were 
difeovered about this place, for the firtt time fince they had 
Jefe the ifl.nd of Amfterdam. 

On the 28th cf April the hills on Banca Ifland were feen; 
and on the 30th the fhips came to anchor clofe to its weftern 
fhore, near the three Nanka ifless—Tae ifland of Banca is 
celebrious throughout Afia for its tin mines, the annual profit 
of which to the Dutch company is eftimated at a hundred and 
fifty thoufand pounds, 

The thips left the Nanka Ifles on the 4th of May, and on 
the roth croffed the line, in longitude one hundred and five 
degrees forty-cight minutes eaft. A current was difcovered 
here which fet eaft-north-eait twenty-feven miles in the twen- 
ty-four hours. 

Pulo Lingen, no inconfiderable ifland, is croffed by the 
equinoGialline. Irhas a mountain in its centre, terminating 
in a fork, like that of Parnaffus, and called by feamen afles’ 
ears. In this paflage new iflaods conftantly {prang in view, 
difplaying a variety of fhape, fize, and colour; fome folitary, 
others in clufters ; fome with tall trees growing, others mere 
barren rocks, tenanted by innumerable birds. ‘The weather 
was often {qually with rain, and thunder and lightning were 
not unfrequent. The thermometer in the fhade was from 
eighty-four to ninety degrees; the heat fuffocating and intoles 
rable. The {ca was very fhallow, its depth feldom exceeding 
eight fathoms, and the {quadron was often compelled to come 
to anchor. Several feamen were attacked with dyfentery, 
which rendered it defirable to remove them on fhore, in order 
to ftop its contagious influence. 

On the 17th of May, the (quadron anchored in a fpacious 
bay, on the eaftern fide of the ifland of Pulo Condore, at the 
entrance of its fouthern extremity. Four {mall iflands form 
9 this 
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this bay,—the. principal of which, in fhape of a half moon, 
with a ridge of peaked hills, is about twelve miles long, and 
three broad. By a meridional obfervation its latitude is eight 
degrees forty minutes north, and its longitude a hundred and 
five degrees fifty-five minutes eaft.—A neft of turtles was 
found here upon the beach, containing feveral young ones, 
juft hatched, Their fize was about an inch and a half, and 
their weight only a few ounces. Something refembling a 
placenta was obferved to adhere to their bellies. 

The Englith were difpoffefled of their fettlement on Cone 
dore in the beginning of the prefent century, by fome Malay 
foldiers then in their pay, who murdered moft of them in re 
fentment, for, probably, imaginary ill-ufage. A very {mall 
number had the good fortune to efcape from the ifland, in 
which no European has fince refided. 

Clofe to a fandy beach, at the bottom of the bay, was a vil- 
lage, to whicha party being detached, armed, they were met 
by fome of the inhabitants, who welcomed them on (hore, and 
élcorted them to the refidence of the chief. It was a neat 
bamboo cabin ; the floor, elevated a few feet above the ground, 
was covered with mats. In ome apartment was an altar 
drefled out with images; and. the partitions had pendent 
figures of monftrous deities. A few {pears ftood againft the 
wall, as did alfo fome match locks and a fwivel gua. ‘Their 
drefs was principally of blue cotton, worn loole!y about the 
body; their faces were flat, and their eyes fmall. Their oral 
language was different from the Chinele, but the written one 
was compofed of the fame characlers. 

An offer was made to them to purchafe provifions, and the 
fpecified quantity were promifed to be ready the next day ; 
when, if the weather permitted, it had been intended to land 
the invalids. Mefiengers, being, accordingly, fent on fhore, 
with money to pay for them, were altonifhed to find the village 
abandoned. The inbabicants had left open their houfes, and 
none of the effets had been removed. Inthe chief’s cabia 
was found a paper, written in the Chinefe language, of which 
the following is the literal tranflation: That “ the people of 
the ifland were few in number, and very poor, yet honett, and 
incapable of doing milchief ; but felt much terror at the are 
rival of fuch great fhips, and powerful perfons; efpecially as 
not being able to fatisfy their wants in regard to the quantity 
of cattle, and other provifions, of which the poor inhabitants 
of Pulo Condore had f{carcely any to fupply, and confequently 
could not give the expected fatisfaction, They therefore, 
through 
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through dread and apprehenfion, refolved to flee, to preferve 
their lives. That they fupplicate the great people to have pity 
on them; that they left all they had behind them, and only 
requcfted that their cabins might not be burnt; and con- 
cluded by proftrating themfelves to the great people a hundred 
times.” ‘ 

It is probable that the writer of this letter had received fome 
unfair treatment from former ftrangers, and it was refolved 
they fhould have no cavfe to entertain the fame unfavourable 
idea of all who came to vifit them. There is no doutt but 
that they were as much furprifed, on their return, to find their 
houfes undemolifhed, as their vifitors had been to fee them all 
deferted. Not anarticle had been removed; and a {mall pre- 
fent, fuch as was imagined would be acceptable to the chief, 
was left for himin the principal dwelling, with a Chinefe 
letter, purporting that, “ the fhips and people were Englith, 
who called merely for refrefhment, and on fair terms of pur- 
chafe, without any ill intention ; being a civilized nation, 
endowed with principles of humanity, which did not allow 
them to plunder or injure others, who happened to be weaker 
and fewer than themfelves.” 

This letter, however, was not likely to fall into their hands 
while the fhips remained in the bay. Their apprehenfions 
could only fubfide by removing the exciting caufe ; and as it 
Was a matter of importance to get the invalids comfortably 
provided for on fhore, the fignal was made to weigh anchor, 
and on the evening of the eighteenth of May the fquadron 
quitted this place, and fhaped their courfe to the northward,
